859,934, an increase of nearly 25 per cent. over the figures for the pre- 
vious year. THe production of spirits totalled 6,458,452 proof gallons 
or 1,674,057 gallons more than in the previous year. ,In addition, 
there are over 20,500,000 gallons still in warehouse on which no excise 
has been paid. Taking up this subject, the Journal of Commerce says: 

“During the year, our consumption of cigarettes increased by 195,- 
000,000, while our domestic cigar consumption increased by nearly 49,- 
000,000. The total number of cig’trs consumed during .the year am- 
ounted to 297,741,815. In addition, we produced 659,992 pounds of 
snuff. These figures, as well as those pertaining | to the United States, 
show that the people on this continent arc going in for high living.

Good Results by Any Camera Lover 
With no Expense Except for the 
Large Size Paper 










It {a an easy matter to enlarge 
snapshots to a suitable size for fram- 
Ing, and it is not necessary to have 
a lot of fancy and costly apparatus to 
do it with. Almost any hand camera 
come turned Into an enlarging camera 
and fine results can be obtained. 
The principal requisite is a2 room 
in which all light can de excluded and 
which has a window that will let In 
unobstructed Iight where you want St. 
A disused attic chamber or a store- 
room will be fine. Even the cellar 
can be used if the cellar has a window 
that admits a lot of light. Cover the 
Slass in the window sash with black 
Paper and make {t absolutely Nght 
tight, except for one place that is 
Just the size of the camera box. If 
the window sash has four panes of 
glass it would be well to take out one 
pane for this purpose. Fit your cam- 
era tightly into the opening. If pos- 
aible let this really be a hole In the 
window. You can then add to the 
Ught by equipping your camera back 
with are reflecting mirror. 

Fit. the back of your camera to the 
opening in the window and see that 
there are no leaks of Iight around It. 
The entire amount of light let into 
the room should come directly through 
the camera, Put the plate or film 
which you are to print in a plate 
holder or printing frame and attach 
{t to the back of the camera so that 
the light will come through it and pass 
Into the camera. Fix your plate or 
film with the image upside down. 

Then place a table, near to the win- 
dow and put an easel or drawing boatd 
upon It so thatthe beam of Ught pass- 
ing through the camera will fall on 
the board. Close the shutter of the 
camera. Pina plece of bromide paper 
to the drawing board while the Nght 
{s excluded from the room, and when 
all Je Axed open the camera. The light 
passing through the plate and then 
the lens will print the image accurately 
on the bromide paper. The size of 
the enlargement depends on the dis- 
tance the drawing hoard Is from the 
lens. When you” have your pleture 
printed as you desire fix it In the way 
prescribed for bromide papers and 
your enlargement ts finished. 

Simple, isn't it? And yet it gives 
the flacst sort of results.

That popular novelists make all sorts 
of funny mistakes and perpetrate mar-

tho Waterloo Cup." ‘The Waterloo Cup 
1s the trophy awarded for the fSnest 
dog-race in the world. : 

Even Marie Corelli is not always 
accurate. Says she, In “The Treasure 
of Heaven,” when her heros apeak- 
lng in that book: 

“After school-hours I got an evening 
job, with a shilling a week, for bring- 
ing home elght Highland bull-helfers 
from pasture.” Bull-heifers, indeed! 
What sort of creatures are they?

Two Months in Jail and Deport- 
ation Sentence Given te Wife 
Deserter. 


MONTREAL, Oct. 1.—Two months 
in jail and to be deported was tho sen- 
tence given Percuy’Lowo, who was 
chased by his wife nino thousand miles 
—from Manchester, England, to Win- 
nipeg, Manitoba — and from thence 
back to Montreal, only to find him liv- 
ing with “other women’ in tho case. 

A dramatic scene followed the con- 
demnation of Lowe. 

“I want my husband back,’’ cried 
Mra. Lowo from tho witness stand. 
Then sho fell in a faint, and was car- 
ried to the office of High Constable St. 
Mars, while her crring husband was 
taken from the prisoners’ dock by 
Deputy-High Constable Richard. 

Lowe, who was arrested in Hawkes- 
bury, where ho was employed by the 
Riordon Paper, Pulp and Lumber 
Company, Limited, was defended by 
James Crankshaw, who claimed Lowe 
left his wife in comfortable circum- 
stances in Manchester, England, last 
March. .Ho also claimed that Mrs: 
Lowe had refused to accompany her 
husband to this country. 

Mrs. Lowe, with tears in her eyes, 
emphatically denied shoe had refused to 
come to Canada with her husband. 
She did not have the opportunity of 
refusing, she declared, because there 
was ‘‘another suman” in the case. 
She had been ‘cit with a furnished 
room and fifty acllars in cash. 

When she found sho had been de- 
serted, Mra. Lowe mado up her mind 
to followther husband to tho end of 
the eatth. Upon her arrival in Win- 
nipeg, she learned through the immi- 
gration offcers that Lowe had sent for 
another woman, Mrs. Sunne, whom he 
bad known in Manchester and that 
they had been living together since 
that time. i 

“When Mrs. Sunne arrived in Can- 
ada,” sobbed the witness, ‘“‘she was 
wined and dined by my husband, and 
was presented with what he called her 
wedding gown.” - , 

“In spite of all Percy's faults,” 
Mrs. Lowe declared, ‘I love him still, 
and would have lived with him, but he 
refused eren to speak to mo.’ 

She denied he had offered her $5 a 
week alimony. 

A. Reginbal, assistant Dominion Im- 
migration Agent, testified that Lowe 
had been living with Mrs. Sunne. 
Lore had told him ho was willing to 
pay his wife $5 a week, but that h 
would never live with her. Mr. Regin- 
bal then traced Lowo from the time he 
Jeft Manchester, until he was joined 
in Hawkesbury, working as a paint- 
er. 

“The offer has como toa late,’ said 
Judge Lect. ‘When a man steals 
something and is caught, be invariably 
wants to settle. Lowe is guilty of do- 
Yertion and non-support, and he is 
condemned to two months in jail, and 


+ to be deported.” 


As soon as the sentenco was pro- 
nounced Mrs, ‘Lowe, who was trembling 
like a leaf all through tit proceed- 
ings; collapsed.

Talks to Rescuers 


CENTRALIA; Pa., Oct, 1.—The ses- 
cuing party of the Continental Mine 
of the Lehigh Vallcy Coal Company, 
which is trying to reach Thomas To- 
shesky, a miner who was entombed 
last Friday, this morning arrived at 
a point which showed that forty feet 
of solid coal aml rock would have to 
be cut “through to enable them to 
crawl in and release the imprisoned 
man. 

Toshesky is undergoing the terrific 
ordeal bravely in his isolated little 
prison one hundred feet below the 
surface. Frequently during the nigitt 
he conversed with the rescuers, hi+ 
remarks being heard very clearly 
through the fifty feet of tubing pene- 
trating the coal breast from an ad- 
joining chamber. 





Since a blanket was pushed through 
the tube to him yesterday the man 
feels more comfortable, He said wa- 
ter was dripping from the roof and 
that his prison was beginning tv 
grow damp, while the atmosphere 
was becoming heavy. Unless he is 
soon rescued he may perish fur want 
of fresh air, mining experts say. 

Nearly every time he talks, Toshes- 


ky asks about his wife and four chil- 


dren. He begs the rescuers to tell 
his wife that she should worry as ht- 
tle as possible.

Penalty For Destroying or Injuring 
Trees in Ontario 

In legislation for the protection «f 
shade and street trees, the Provine 
of Ontario sets a good example for th 
test of the Dominion.

MECHANICAL MIDGETS 


Beautiful and Costly Wonders Made 
+ by Clever Artisans 

A tiny gold watch such as is worn 
on & woman’s bracelet is a marvel 
sf minute workmanship. Of the screws 
used It takes nearly 130,000 of a cer- 
tain kind to weigh a pound. Under 
a microscope they appear in thelr true 
character—perfectly-finished bolts. The 
plvot of the balance-wheel Is only one 
twohundredth part of an inch. Each 
jewel-hole into @yfTch a pivot fits Is 
about one five-thohsandth of an Inch 
larger thon tho piVot, to permit suf- 
ficient play. 

The @nest screw for a small-sized 
watch has a thread of 260 to the inch, 
and weighs one one-hundred-and-thirty- 
thousandth of a pound. Jewel slabs of 
sapphire, ruby, or garmet are first saw- 
ed into slabs one-fiftieth of an inch 
thick, and are shelibacked to plates 
80 that they may be surfaced. Then 
the individual jewels are sawed or 


broken off, drilled through the centre, 
and a depression made in the convex 
aide for an ofl-cup. A pallet jewel

welghs one one-hundred-and-fifty- 
thousandth of a.pound, a_roller Jewel 
a lttle more than one two-hundred- 
and-fifty-six-thousaadth. The largest 
round halrspring stud Js four-hundred- 
ths of an inch {n diameter, and about 
nine-hundredths of an inch in length. 


Watchmaker’s Marvels 


A marvel of minuteness and com- 
Pleteness is an engine made by an 
American clockmaker, It weighs 
about fifteen grains, and can be en- 
tirely covered by an ordinary thimble. 
The stroke of the piston is a little 
over one-twelfth of an inch, and it 
diameter less than one-ninth of an 
inch. The engine 1s built of 140 dis- 
tinct pleces, fastened together by fifty- 
two screws, and three drops of water 
fill the boller and set the engine in 
motion. It would require about 12,000 
such engines to do the work of ono 
horse! 

Another marvel of ingenuity In the 
same line was produced by a watch- 
maker. This Ilttle engine {s of the 
upright pattern, and is made of silver 
and gold. It resta on a 25-cent gold 
plece, and can be worked either by 
steam or compressed air, The cylin- 
der is a little less than one-sixteenth 
of an Inch in diameter, with a little 
less than three-thirty-seconds. of an 
inch stroke. The bdalance-wheel is 
one-third of an Inch in diameter, and 
can make something like 1,000 revo- 
lutions a minute. 


An Exquisite Boat 


. An English jeweller mado a tiny 
Boat out of a single pearl. It was 
suggested to him by the original shape 
of the gem, and he most ingeniously 
curried out his design. He mado the 
sails of beaten gold and studded with 
tiny brilllants, whilst the binnacle was 
a lovely, though minute, mby. An 
emerald served as the rudder, and the 
tiny ‘craft stood on a alab of ivory 
almost microscopic In size. The weight 
of the boat, tackle and dock was under 
half an ounce, but the price was In- 
finitely heavier. 3

& softer fat, such a» becf-euet or lard,

You can get rid of the odor of the 
mutton fat by mixing It with leaf lard 
and rendering it in milk. I4vide the 
suet and lard finely by passing them 
through a meat grinder, then heat 
sthem in a double boller with one-half 
pint of milk to two pounds of mutton 

fat and lard, When the fat has cooked 

out let the mixture cool. The fat 
cakes on the top and comes off easily.

A WHEAT RECORD 


jAn Englieh Stack Went Unthrashed 
| for Forty Years 






























The longest authentic period for 
which a wheat stack has been kept 
unthrashed 1s forty years, The story 
of this forty-yoar-old stack is bricfly 
as follows: The crop of which the 
stack was built was grown in 1855. 
This stack and another belonged to 
two brothers, both farmers, who lived 
{n the neighborhood ~ of Harrogate, 
England. In March of the preceding 
year the Crimean War broke out, and 
the price of wheat rose by leaps and 
bounds, Shortly after the stacks were 
bullt the price of wheat rose to $23.28 
per quarter, and at this price one of 
the brothers sold out. The other, 
however, determined not to sell until 
the price rose to $26.00. . 

In March, 1856, the war terminated, 
and the price of wheat fell. The far 
mer, however, stuck to his resolution 
and refused to sell, He kept his stack 
until 1895, when the farm passed into 
the hands of a younger brother, who 
then thrashed it out. 

During the whole forty years of Its 
existence {t had enjoyed perfect int 
Tunity from rats, but was the abode 
of thousands of spiders. It yielded 
eighteen -quarters of wheat, but the 
quality of the graln rendered it fit only 
for chicken feed. 


BULLETS THAT DRUG 


A Soldier Hit by One Goes Paintcesly 
to Sleep 


A new kind of bullet, known as the

Judge Snider Says Hamilton Hospital 
Z Ix Doing Its Dest. . 
HAMILTON, Oct. 3.—The Hamil- 
ton hospital investigation, was 
brought to a close yesterday when 
Judge Snider submitted his finding to 
Mayor Allan. Although tis hohor 
held that Dr. Bruce Smith’s criticism 
of the institution was wholly correct, 
he found that the officials were not 
to blame. It says fa part:— 

“The correctness of the criticisms 
of Inspector Dr. Bruce Saith is ap- 
parently unquestioned when he said 
that the nurses’ quarters are BC 
crampéd that. he wonders they can be 
conténted to stay; that there Is nota 
(maternity ward worthy of the name 
or In any degree fit to bo occupied 
for that purpose; that'the laundry ts 
most tnsatisfactory; that the lavator- 
fes are disgracef<1; that there are 
not neatly enough baths; that there 
are no*balconies for those patients 
for whom ‘the open air ie absolutely 
necessary; that the wards are s0 
overcrowded and so poorly rentilated 
that only patients with a good con- 
stitution ‘could be expected to Irm- 
prove in them. 

“Tho' evidence brought out quile 
clearly that the building and equip- 
ment: are Insufficient for the require- 
ments of the citizens of Hamilton. 
“The overcrowding in all the wards 
and want of renewal or repair tn 
many parts of the building make it 
impossible to keep. the hospital in 
good condition, and leasen the bene- 
fits the patients should receive. 
“There Is not a sufficient supply of 
bed linen, and the laundry is so poor- 
ly equipped that tho proper work can- 
not be tutned out. 

“Upon the whole I am satisfied by 
the evidence that the best Is belng 
done that can be done with the poor 
equipment and with tho wards so 
overcrowded with patients. that it 
seems practically impossible to keep 
them at all times Ina sanitary con- 
dition, or-as clenn-as they should be, 
and extremely dificult at times for 
nursestand ‘others to properly dis- 
charge ‘their ‘duties: At the present 
time the cote are full and stretchers 
occupied by patients fill the aisles. I

[THE MEAT SHORTAGE ON THIS CONTINENT 





Jour cattle supply in six years." 











Startling statements. regarding the shortage of beef cattle in the 
United States have just been made by the American Meat Packers’ 
Association, which has just concluded its annual convention at Chicago. 
Gustav Bischoff, Sr., Prosident of the Association, said: ‘*According 
to Government figures, in 1907 there: were about one head of cattle for 
each man, woman and child in the United States. At the opening of 
the present year there was only six-tenths of one head of cattle per 
capita, showing the alarming comparative decrease of 40 per cent. in 
Another statement made at the con- 


vention was to the effect that the *tcensus disclosed a pepulition in- 


crease for the decade of 16,000,000, or 21 per cent., of w hich more than 
11,000,000 belong to cities and towns having a population of more than 
2,500. As a matter of fact this ratio of increase in urban population 
is almost three to one, that is, three consumers to one producer." Sta- 
tistics furnished by the Association show that since rgit ‘cattle, other 
than milch cows, have decreased from 39,769,000 fo 36,030,000 head, a 
loss of 3,649,000 head in two years. During the same period the aver- 
age price on the farm has risen from $20.54 to $26.36. Between 1907 
and 1913, the number of cattle in the United States decreased from 
72,534,000 to 57,527,000, while the number of beef cattle decreased 
from 51,566,000 to 36,000,000. This decline, amounting to.30 per cent. 
in six years, in the face of an enormous increasc of population, accounts 
in a Jarge measure for the increased cost of living in the United States, 
and certainly explains the reason for the advance in the cost of beef. 
Canada is in very much the same position as the United States, 
says the Journal of Commerce. According to the latest census, Canada 
possessed 2,468,800 milch cows and 4,183,000 head of other cattle, or 
a totail of 6,581,000 head. In i910, there were 7,211,602 head, so that 
there has been an actual decrease of 659,800 in the past two years. Go- 
ing back a few years, we find that in 1903 Canada exported 148,718 live 
animals to Great Britain, while last year we exported 6,800 to the same 


country. During: the same period the exports of the United States to 
Great ‘Britain decreased from 414,000 to 38,987. Even Argentina, 


which is ideally situated for grazing purposes, had 300,000 few cattle 
in 1912 than it had four years previous.

SALMON INDUSTRY 
Quebec Man Started First Packing 
House cn Pacific Coast 
Notwithstanding the fact that the 
first salmon cannery on the Pacific 
Coaat wus erected in United States 
territory—on the Sacramento river— 
{t Is Mteresting to note that it was 
the creation of one who had learned 
the canning business in Eastern Can- 
ade. This man, Hapgood, had worked 
in g lobster factory in the Bale dea 
Chaleurs, Que. A school mate named 
Hume, from Augusta, Maine, who had 
been to California and returned home, 
had told Hapgood of the abundance of 
salmon on the Pacific coast, and Hap- 
good saw no reason, why salmon 
should not be canned as well aa lob- 
ater, and entering into partnership 
with Hume, erected the firat Pacific 
coast cannery in 1864. A year or ty 
later witnessed the establishment , of 

the Industry in British Columbia. ; 

In 1876 the total pack of- the, pro- 
vince was but 10,000 cases fot 48 
Dounds to a case, while now the pro- 
duction of the cannerles is atound a 
million cases per year. Many/changes 
are observable in the industry. With 
the increasing - demand for salmon, 
other kinds than Sockeyes have beon 
increasingly canned, and now a con- 
siderable proportion of the pack con- 
sists of hitherto neglected kinds of 
salmon, Then again the Indlans and 
white fishermen are belng gradually 
displaced by Japanese. 

Perhaps the most remarkable de- 
velopment Is that of the Dog Salmon 
industry. These fish were until] re 
cently regarded with contempt, but so 
great is the demand from the Japanese 
market, that more than 3,006.tons, 
dry salted, have been exported in a 
single year from British Columbia. 
Just as the turkey is the universal 
Christmas dish with us, so a salted dog 
salmon is the chief item at New Year's 
feasts in Japan.

Sir Frederick Williams Dies in Hospital in Paris After Being Found 


Unconscious in Luxurions Apartment--Pretty Dancer His Only 


. Woman Caller —Mystery Surrounds His Life, 





PARIS, Oct. 4.—Amid luxurious 
surroundings, in an apartment decor- 
ated with costly draperies and rare 
plants, and with incense arising from 
burners spread about the room, 2 
young English. baronet, Sir Frederick 
Williams, was fonnd dying in the 
Boulevard Montmarte. Later he died 
in a hospital before his identity was 
established. . 

From the ward of the hospital his 
body was removed to a morgue, whero 
it remained until positively identified 
as that of Sir Frederick Williams by 
a friend. According to the authorities 
at the hospital and the physician sum- 
moned to his apartment, his death was 
caused by an overdose of ether. 

The police are today guarding the 
apartment, which was furnished with 
a lavishness which indicated that Sir 
Frederick, who was apparently not 
more than twenty-five years old, was 
the possessor of a handsome fortune. 
Every article in the apartment was of 





the finest texture, while the rare 
plants were said by horticulturists to 
be of a kind seldom seen in Pa 

The life of tho young baronet — js 
shrouded in mystery so far as the pol- 
ico here are concerned.

Dr. Simon Flexner, director of the 
Rockefeller Institute for medical re- 
search, and Dr. Hideyo Noguchi, one

extradition i«, nh accordance with 
the rules fixed by {le Governors of New 
Hampshire. 

William J. Bryan’s ‘refusal of — the 
request. of the Thaw. counsel for inter- 
national proceedings brought from Wil- 
liam A. Stone, of Thaw’s counsel, the 
following statement :— 

“Secretary Bryan decides that it is 
not a violation of the treaties between 
the United States and the Hritish gov- 
ernment and Canada to seize an Ameri- 
can citizen a: ‘seven o'clock. in the 
morning and hurl him into Vermont by 
automobile and drop him acre the line 
at a remote place withow. previous no- 
tice or wastenance, because it is not 
sted in any of the treaties that it 
should not be done. ” 

“The Canadian immigration law was 
passed in 1910. It provides thit citizens 
of Canada ordered deported by an im- 
migr#ion board of inquiry may appeal 
to the Canadian courts, 

“Mr. Thaw haa appealed to the Cana- 
dian courte from the order of the inne | 
migra‘ion board deporting him. His ap- 
peal was ignored by the immigration 
officers and he was forcibly sent over 
the line. This could not be done to a 
citizen of Canada, and their immigra-+ 
tion Jaw and its enforcement discrimin- 
ates against American citizens, Treaties 
cannot be annulleu by legislation or 
either contrav.ing power. 

“Mr. Bryan has made a mistake in re- 
fusing to make inquiry of the British 
Ambanmador, ooncerning the treatmen 
cf citizen Thaw, and his refusal will 
likely result in congressional inquiry.”

Sued For $100,000 


Conspiracy to Destroy the Herald 
Company is Alleged. 


MONTREAL, Oct. 9.—A suit for 
one hundred thousand dollars damages 
on account of an. alleged conspiracy 
to destroy the Montreal Herald and to 
ruin its business, was entered in the 
Superior Court to-day by the Herald 
Company, Limited. The defendants 
are tho Montreal Star Publishing Com- 
pany, Limited, tho Montreal Standard 
Publishing Company, Limited, the In- 
ternational News Servico (a New Jer- 
sey corporation controlled by William 
Randolph Hearst), Sir Hugh Graham, 
owner of tho Star ahd Standard, and 
Charles F. Crandall, managing editor 
of the Star. 

Particulars of tho allegations upon 
which the suit is based are given in 
full in tho plaintiff's declaration, al 
leging a protracted and widespread 


conspiracy on tho part of the defend-|\ 


ants and other persons unknown, to 
prevent tho Montreal Herald” from 
having access to certain sources of 
supply from which daily newspapers 
secure their circulation-building feat- 
ures.

defendants formed a so-called. syndi- 
cato and induced the New Jersey de- 
fendant to break its contract with the 
Toronto World and transfer its service 
to their syndicate.

<The question - of preventing infection from’ bank notes has been 
engaging the attention of Hon, W..T. White, Minister of Finance, and 
a new method for the sterilization of bank notes is being tested. 
The gew Bank Act provides that the Treasury Board may make 
regulations providing for the disinfection and sterilization by the several 








banks’ possession, before a re-issue of such notes to the publics. After 


ing whether bacteria likely to injuriously affect the public health were! 
to be found on the notes, instructed the atlicers of the laboratory of the 
Department of Agriculture to make an examination of notes chosen at 
random from a number which had been returned hy one of the banks as 
being unfit for further circulation. 

The finding of the laboratory is, in brief, that there is a possible 
danger of conveying infection by means of soiled bunk notes, but that

CORN ON THE FARM 


Becoming More Popular Everywhero— 
Easy to Grow and Harvest 

Corn farming {s becoming very 
popular among the farmers of both 
eastern and western Ontario. 

I was talking to an experienced 
farmer, and he told me that there was 
less labor in caring for ten acres of 
corn than in caring for three acres 
of roots, says T. S. Milady in Canadian 
Countryman. 

As soon as the ground is well cul- 
tivated, drills In which to sow the 
roots have to be made. It is muck 
easier and much quicker to take an 
ordinary corn planter and sow ten 
acres of corn than to make the ia 





and sow three acres of roots. 

Later when the time for weeding 
comes, the roots have to be thinned 
very carefully and the weeds cut out, 
while the weeds alone have to be 
taken from the corn fleld., This, in- 
deed, {s a decided advantage by way 
of saving time, for ten acres of corn 
can be scuffed and hoed thoroughly 
in four days, while three acres of 
roots could not be attended to In that] 
time. 

In the fall, ten acres of corn can 
be cut into the silo in lesa than ono 
day, This/of course, is done by the 
farmer with the ald of his neighbors. 
If that same farmer had roots Instead 
of corn, he would not think of asking 
his nelghborts to help him take them 
off. Instead, he would spend two days 
at least in getting,the root crop into 
the root house. ; 

Finally, fet a man go through the’ 
country and make notes on the con- 
dition of the different herds of cattle 
as they ate put out on grass in the 
spring. Those cattle which were fed 
on corn during the winter are always 
in better condition than root-fed cattle, 
other things being equal.

The use of'insects fer food is very} eaten in various ways. 


common among tho nhtives of various 
countries. Almost every kind of in 
sect forms a staplo article of food in 
some parts of the world, The prac- 
tice is a very abcient one, and ‘the fact 
that increasing civilization doos not 
seem to do away with it would tend to 
lead to the conclusion: that prejudice 
has much to do with the choosing of 
our food, 

The most popular insect food is the 
locust, or grasshopper. Some tribes 
live almost entirely upon this insect, 
as did John the Baptist of ofd, In 
ancient Athens Jocusts were regarded 
as dainties and the Arabs to this day 
make them iuto a sort of flour.” Somo 
African tribes prepare ai soup ot 
locusts, and. grasshopper pie is a fav- 
orite dessert among the natives of the 
Phillippine Islands. 

Tu Russia tho locusts ate smoked 
like fish; in ‘Algeria they are boiled in 
water and salted. Tho legs and wings 
are always removed and the insect is 
dried before being eaten; ng tribo cats 
tho green insect. When properly 
cooked and seasoned Jocuste are very 
palatablo and = resemble beef broth 
somewhat in taste, — Fried locusts are 
also very delicious. 

It is certain that the locust is a 
very nourishing food, for locust-cat: 
ing tribes are invariably fat and

Among the native Filipinos the 
grasshopper is the most common ar- 
ticle of food. The insects in the Phil- 
ippines grow ta a very ‘great size 
and travel in s*arms, These swarms 
will settle on afarm, and while the 
grasshopper’ is cating up the vegeta- 
tion ho in turn is being captured by 
the farmer.

‘cooked in varions ways, are caten by 
many different tribes, The Africans 
cook them in butter, while in Brazil 
a resinoos sauce is used. The Siamese 
uso the eggs of the ant. The white 
ant is eaten raw by some, while ant 
pie is a delicacy among some of the 
natives or India. The natives of Cey- 
lon are said to cat bres and the Mesi- 
cans eat a cake made out of bees’ 
egys. rn 

The Chineso eet a very palatable 
food from the chrysalis of the silk 
worm. The poor remove tho envel- 
ope, brail the chrysalis and eat it 
with salf and pepper. In the homes 
of wealth, however, the chrysalis is 
fried in lard, butter or oil, and mixed 
with the yolk of an egg. 

But the strangest of all food is the 
larvae of a certain fly, common in 
California, and known as the Ephy- 
dra. The fijes are washed on the 
shore in windrows and can be col- 
lected in bushel baskets. Tho In- 
dians gather them, dry them and 
grow fat on them. 

It may ho said’ that all civilized 
races are insect-eaters in greater or 
less degree. | There is a certain in- 
sect, the corn weevil, which cats our 
grain and sometimes does thousands 
of dollars’ worth of damaye to u sin- 
glo crop. No matter how clean the 
wheat ix, there are almost sure to be 
a fow of these insects hidden away 
among tho kernels, and these are 
ground up inte flour and becomo a 
part of our bread and cake.

~GORN ON THE FARM 


Becoming More Popular Everywhere— 
‘Easy to Grow‘ and Harvest 


Corn fasming. ig becoming very 
popular, amoung the farmers of both 
eastern and western Ontaric. 

I was talking to an experienced 
farmer, and he told me that there was 
leas Jabar in. carimg for ten. acres of 
corn than ‘in carlug for three acres 
of roots, says T. S. Milady in Canadian 
Countryman. ‘ 

As soon as the ground is well cul- 
Uvuted, drills in which to sow. the 
roots have to be made. It is much 
easier and much quicker to take an 
ordinary corn planter and sow ten 





acres of corn than to make the drille 
and sow three acres of.roots,- 


Later when the timo. for weeding 


comes, the roots have to be thinned 
very. carefully and tho wéeds cut out, 


while the weeda alope have’ to he 
taken from the corn fleld. This;, in- 


deed, {s a decided adyantage by way 
of saving time, for ten acres of corm 
can be scuffied and hoed theroughiy 


in four days, while three acres. of 


roots could not be attanded to in that 
time.

ing an advanced system of agricultural education, is already bearing ; 
fruit. Mr. C. C. James, who worked out the: plans upon which, the 
Dominion and the provinces are co-operating. Bas been in Ottawa in 
conference with Hon, Martin Burrell, Minister of Agriculture, and steps 
are being taken to push forward the work already begun and to ‘enlarge 
the educational programme. 
Arrangements are being made for the establishment of demonstra- 
‘tion farms in’ the various provinces, to encourage the cultivation of 
fruit and tobacco, the raising of poultry and the production of bacon and 
honey. Special classes are to be established in the normal schools so 
that teachers may be equipped with a more than elementary knowledge 
of the science of agriculture. t 

The Dominion Government has made skear from the outset that 
no partisan consideration would be permitted to interfere in the slight- 
est degree with the fullest co-operation between the provincial and 
federal governments. This principle has been acted upon by the Liberal 
provincial governments beyond the promise of their political represent- 
natives at Ottawa. The result is a tremendous stimulus to the agricul- 
tural industry just at a time when new market conditions created by the 
ndoption of the Underwood tariff in the United States have presented 
new problems for the Canadian farmer. ra 

The Fisher administration of the Department of Agriculture ceased 
none too soon for the well-being of the agricultural industry in Canada. 
Mad he and his friends remained in power the provinces would not now 
be enjoying the benefits of the federal grant. On the basis of distribu- 
tion arranged for 1913, Ontario is receiving $195,000; Quebec, $359,- 
000; Saskatchewan, $54,000; Nova Scotia, $54,000; Manitoba, $51,000;

€ OLD RAGING TERMS 


Fine- Distinction Between Stake and 
Purse Often Overlooked 











: The old and well defined term 
“stake” receives some rough handling 
onthe trotting turf when races are 
reported by art critics, golf experts, 
baseball writers or any person wid 
happens to be avallable when the trot- 
tera come to‘town. Some of the trade 
papers of the trotting turf and even 
track officials themselves seem at 
times unable to recognize the plain 
distinction between a purse and a 
stake, . 

From the earliest period of racing 
the term stake, or dweepstakes, has 
always been used to designaté-a race 
for which the prize is the tata}, amount 
of money contributed by he 
Qtors, all of which belongs to the w 
ners. This ig the definition incor- 
porated in the rules of the National 
Trotting Association, and the same 
meaning {a given to the term sweep 
stakes In tho New York Jockey Cluub’s 
rules of racing. <A race Is still a stak 
when money or other prizes are added 
to the entrance fees or subscriptions, 
but {s never a stake {ff tho prize Is 
less than the total amount pald by 
the nominators. In a “stake” the as- 
sociation promoting the race merely 
holds the entrance money jn trust for 
the nominators. 

A purse Is a fixed sum offered by 
the promotor of the race, to which 
the nominators do not contribute. All 
entrance fees Jn such a race belong 
to the association, and !f they amount 
to more than the purse, as often hap- 
pens on the trotting turf. the“asso 
ciation profits to that extent, and the 
purse remains the same as if there 
were only two or three entries. 

Ever since instalment purses came 
into vogue on the trotting turf, there 
has been a tendency to call all early 
closing races stakes. As a matter of 
fact there are few—very faw—stake | 
races on the trotting turf, most of 
the promoters preferring to offer 
pursea 80 that they need not pay out 
all the entrance money in case this 
exceeds the face of the purse. Even 
the futurities {n harness racing are 
nearly all purres Instead of stakes, 
and for the reason just-mentinnas. © 


GREAT SWIMMERS 


Tho Channel Attracts Many But Few 
Get Across 















Long-distance swimming {!s a sport 
that has been almost monopolized by 
the English. Practically all the great 
distance swimmers hare been born on 
the British Isles, with the exception 
of the three noled women experts, 
Miss Kellerman, of Australia; Rose 
Pitinof, of Masanchusetts, and Madame 
Isacesca, of Vienna, And tho goal of 
every long distance swimmers am- 
dition is, of course, to swim the Eng- 
ish Channel. 

The water in the English Channel 
is ton degress warmer than that of 
the North Atlantic, and while a swim- 
mer {s apt to become numbed from 
his long immersion, as a rule he has 
not to desist from this cause. To 
swim the English Channel demande 
the utmost powers of endurance, a 
thorough knowledge of the course to 
_ be followed, and a slice of luck. When 
‘Webb crossed, the channel happened 
to be as calm aq a Inke, and when he 
was beginning to feel the effects of 
the heat a cool breeze sprang up and 
refreshed him. Burgess, too, was 
favored by a calm sea, and water at 
@ temperature of 64 degrees.» Both 
‘Wobdb and Burgess were accompanied 
by‘friends and advisers in boats, and 
Without a pilot it would be madness 
for anyone to attempt the swim. 
Photographs taken of Burgess at the 
time show him floating on the water 
while he studied a chart held by one 
of his friends over the side of the 
doat 

Webdbd's feat was accomplished on 
August 26, 1875, and followed an un- 
successfal attempt by 13 days, Webb 
was in the water nearly 22 hours, and 
was at the point of exhaustion when 
his feet touched bottom on the French 
shore. A party of friends rushed out 
and carried him to land. He was 
the hero of the hour in both England 
and France, and ‘gifts were showered 
on him Captain Webb lost his life 
later on in an attempt to swim the 
Whirlpool Rapids at Niagara. Burgess 
who crossed the channel a couple of 
years ago, ‘s a Yorkshire man, now o 
resident of France. He covered the 
course in 22% hours. It was Burgess’ 
thirteenth attemrt in eight years, On 
two or three occasions he was close 
to the French shore, but was svegpt 
away by the tide. In 1908 he was 
only half a mile away Zom the coast. 
All told, there have been &2 attempts 
by 24 different swimmers to cross the

nearly so, all the unearned increment 
for public purposes, 

We cannot yet away from the estab- 
lished fact that lanl values are pub- 
lie values, and that improvement yal- 
ues are private values, Essentially, 
this is the principle of single tax. If 
it is correct in theory it hatist be right 
in practice.

= Since the beginning of the sen 
son”, said Sir William, “we have 
spent an average of four million dol- 
lars a month. We had built, in main 
lines, and branches, up to the first at 
September, a little more than 840 
miles. By the end of the season we 
will have added between one thou- 
sami and eleven hundred miles to the 
trackage in the Dominion. We wit! 
have completed by then the laying of 
track.on the. line between Port Ar- 
thur and Sudbury, which will, con- 
nect. our Western and Eastern sy- 
stems and give the country another 


Transcontinental line between East 


and West. . By the end of the year 
there will. remain but a fifty mile gap 
tu be finished beaween Edmonton anil 
the Pacilic Coast. We have upwards 
of 26,000. mean. employed on our con- 
struction works amd] at 
held up by shortage of Iabor.’* 

“Since the first of the year, accord- 

ing to figures just received from Ot- 
tawa thousands of homesteads have 
ieen taken along the lines of the 
Canadisn Northern Railway, or ir 
the territory that is tributary to it. 
This ayain will entail the building 
of new lines, because, of course, the 
crying needs of these settlers will Le 
transportation. Branches of — that 
sort always have to be built before 
there.is sufficient revenue to. pay for 
their operation and beeome a charge 
upon the rest of the system. Later 
on they will all no. doubt, be lucrative 
because of the excellence of the terti- 
tory selected, but the obligation to 
build is on our shoulders. Hf other 
lines of this kind had not, been built, 
and if these are not,. the okler set 
tled cities ind towns suffer, for it is 
the farmers in this country that make 
the wheels of our industries*turn ant 
keeps the commercial institutions in 
a flourishing condition.” 
-In Canada we have become go ar- 
customed to regard our development 
as the greatest in modern times, that 
big announcements like that by Sir 
William are taken very largely as 2 
matter. of course. Few people take 
the time to analyse the statement, 
and so, find out its relation to the 
progress of the country. The Cana- 
dian Northern. have had’ twenty-five 
thousand men engaged upon’ conetruc- 
tion this year. If that army were 
strang out in single line it would he 
possible fo place one man every twr 
hundred yards, or thereabouts, from 
Montreal to Vancouver. Sir William 
Mackenzie says that. by the end 2 
the year tho trackage of the Canadian 
Northern will have been inereazed by 
from a thousand to eleven humileed 
miles. That would mean, averaged, 
about three miles for every day in 
the year, Sunday . included. Surely 
that comprises a record likely to 
stand for some time to come. There 
never will be again years like 191% 
‘ond 1914, as far as railway building is 
concerned, for the liveliest imaginn- 
fion can hardly conceive of two more 
Transcontinentals being rushed to 
completion at the same time. 

Look at it another way. It would 
be out of the way to compare the cost 
of one mile of railway main line with 
that if oonstructing an average {ac- 
tery. If the Canadian Northern Rail- 
way then, increase the trackage of 
this country by one thousand. milea 
this year it might be fairly computed 
that the company. have added to the 
business life of Canada the equiva- 
lent of one thousand factories.

Every member received a course # 
instruction in First Aid, Nursinz, 
ete., before being enrolled in the 
Brigade. No momentary reward 14 
permitted for any services rendered, 
is usually performed 
by the members in their leisure 
hours. Within the ranks of the Bn- 
gade are members in every walk ot 
life, some tearing o!d and distin- 
guished titles; but all combining for 
the good of their fellow creature. 
Teams of Brigade members arc de- 
tailed for duty at all public function: 
where there is a large crowd of peo- 
ple assembled, carrying with -them 
necessary equipment to render the 
necessary aid. The Brigade is sup- 
poprted by voluntary public subscrip- 
tions, each Local Division adminis 
tering its own funds, The headquar- 
ters of the Brigade are situated in 
London, England, being directed by 
the Grand Prior, H. R, H. the Duke 
of Connaught, on behalf of His Most 
Gracious. Majesty the King, Sover- 
eign Head and Patron of the Order. 

Capt. Collins then. upon a ‘canvas, 
showed a number of views dealing 
with the subject.

The berries of the yew have 
Med-many persons, and it is. known 
nowadays that tt is not safe to eat 
Many peach pips or cherry kernels 
at once, The lobellas are all dan- 
gerovuéssLady's slipper poisons In the 
game manner as does poison ivy. The 
bulbs seem to be the most harmful. 
Lilles of the valley aro also as much 
so, There is enough oplum in red 
poppies to do mischief, and the autamn 
crocus, if the blossoms are chewed, 
causes vomiting and purging. The

deadly, andthe bark of tho catalpa 
treo is very mischlevous; the water 
dropwort, when not in flower, resem- 
bles celery and is virulent.

“We have told John: Lind to come

timent about the State Department 
and the White House to-day, 

President -Wilson’s policy, weak as 
it has been, may hare its results after 
all..

HELD AS HOSTAGES. 


Forty-Three Germans In Hands of 
Mexican Rebels. 


MEXICO CITY, Oct. 21, — The 
holding of 43 Germans at Torreon by 
Gen. Francisco Villa as hostages 
akalnst an attack by the Federal 
forces has arousdd the German Gov- 
ernment to make strong demands up- 
on the Mexican Forelgn Office to “in- 
sure thelr safety, 

Gen. Villa permitted the Amerl- 
cans to depart from Torreon, but held 
the Germans, about the same number 
of French residents, ten or twelve 
Britisher3s and several Spaniards, (> 
claring that his purpose was to use 
them as a foil to deter the federals 
form attacking the elty. He also let 
ft be known, according to advices 
here, that they would be sacrificed 
vnless the effort to retake Torreon 
was abandoned. 

What action the Foreign Office pro- 
poses to tnke has not yet been de- 
termined.

But 
such obedience could not be proper- 
ly termed sucritice, The word sacri 
fice signides that which Is yoluptar- 
ily offered to God outside of any 
tivine requirement.

Jev)sh Law were privileges, By the 
offer of bullocks and goats the trans- 
gressicns of the Israelites were cov- 
ered year by year In advance, and 
thus they tere permitted to bave a 
continued stuuding with God. But 
our text tells 4 that the sacrifices 
were not wholly satisfactory to the 
Lord, They were messy typical of 
“better sacrifices,” and were accept- 
qabdle only ax types. 
St. Paul Is quoting from the for- 
tieth Psalm (V. 6-8). Through the 
Prophet David the Lord declared 
that the sacrifices of the Law, which 
could never really cancel sin, were 
not fully to His pleasement. Christ 
in here represented-as taking note of 
the fact that the typical sacrifices of 
the Lav could never take away sin, 
but that His own body had beep 
especially provided as a Sio-offeriog. 
He had buwbtied Himself to take 
the haan nature, © The object of ail 
this wes to provide the better Sacri- 
fice necessary for the redemption of 
Adam anc his race.

Divine Law, having sentenced 
Adam to death, and indirectly in- 
sluding bis race, névertheless pur- 
yosed a deliverance through a Sav- 
our, Neltber Mores nor any other 
‘sien man could make a real atone- 
nent for sin, “Israel's Atonement 
Yay racrifices were merely fore- 
hadows, or types. God could not 
iccept the death of a bullock, of a 
soat, or both, as an offset to the pen- 
‘Ity against Adam and his race, 
uen sacrifices were not acceptable. 

The Law recd, “An eye for an eye, 
a tooth for a tooth, a man’s life for 
1 man’s life.” Hence a bullock and 
a goat could never be acceptable to 
Soc as a substitutionary sacrifice for 
Adam and those involved with him. 
But God prepsred Jesus with such a 
»ody as would be acceptable; and He 
“offered up Himself" an acceptable 
Sacrifice.” The Divine acceptance of 
it was signified doubly: 

(1) At the time of His consecra- 
tlon at Jordan, by the Impartation of 
t'e Holy Spirit; and 

(2)By the resurrection of Jesus, 
born of the Spirit, as a completion 
of His acceptance to the Divine na- 
ture, glory ard immortality. 

Our Lord’s was the acceptable 
Sacrifice, yet It was not all that Cod 
had forepictured, or typed. Aa there 
was ap offering of a bullock, typily- 
Ing the death of Jesus, so there was 
1 subsequent offering of a goat, typl- 
tying the Tifce of the Church. 
(Hebrews 13:11-12.) Christ's sacri- 
fice, the bullock, was fat; the 
Church's sacrifice, the goat, is lean 
—fat representing tove, loyalty, per- 
fectlon. 

The sacritice of Jesus, the High 
Priest. continued during the three 
and a half years of His miniatry, and 
ended with His death. Forty days 
ufter His resurrection He ascended 
on High, with still further dignity 
tnd honor added—the Divine nature. 
He then made application of the 
merit of Hix sacrifice on bebalf of all 
who desire to become members of 
‘he Royal Priesthood. 

Those in the upper room at Pente- 

*ost were the first to be begotten of 
the Holy Spirit and to become ac- 
ceptable sacrifices, Since then, 
»thers have been received from every 
vatfon, Gradually the foreorduined 
number of such sacrificers, or priests, 
‘was been reaching completion. We 
Yelleve that the sacrifices will soon 
ve consutmnmased, and that very 
shortly the Body of Chriat beyond 
the vell will be completed. Forth- 
with the Messiunic Kingdom will be 
eatablished for the blessing of the 
world. 
The Divine lan for the world 1s 
the reverse of the plan for the 
Church. Christ and the Church 
sacrificed the human nature In their 
‘oyal devotion to Gol, Their great 
reward is the Heavenly nature and 
the Kingdom. The world will bave 
ao opportunity for sacrificing the 
esh, but every opportunity for per- 
fecting their flesh: 

The Apoatie's words, “I beseech 
you, bretbren, by the mercles of God, 
hat ye present your bodies a liviny 
ucrifice,” do not mean that God 
urges us to sacrifice. but tbat the 
Apostle, discerning the opportunity 
o become followers of Jesus and 
thus to become joint-heira with Ein 
in His Kingdom, urges fellow dis- 
‘iples to appreciate the wonderful 
a “‘Hege of self-sacrifice tn God's 
service. 

Other Scriplures show us that our 
receptance as sacrificera Is not on 
our own account, but through the 
nerit of the Captain of our salva- 
lon. In the Kansom-price for the 
un of the whole world, the sins of 
the Church were necessarily Includ- 
ed: for they are by nature u part of 
‘he world. But fnstead of receiving 
heir'share of Christ's terlt In Restt- 
ution with the revualnder of the 
vorld during the Millennium, a 
pecial dispensation operates on their 
vebalf, permitting their share of the 
coming blessings to be {mputed to 
hem instead of Leing actually given 
ihem. 

This imputation ‘is made only to 
such as profess a desire to walk in 
he footsteps «* Jesus and to sacrifice 
earthly interests, and life itself, for 
he Heavenly. The imputation cov- 
vrs all their deficiencies, and permits 
hem to be accepted as mombétrs of 
he Body of Christ for sacrifice, and 
‘Iso to be counted {n as members of 
he New Creation, the spiritual Body 
of Christ. And fer such as falth- 
ully Ilve up to thelr Covenant of 
sacrifice, “the Divine provision is 
Jory. honor, Immortality ard jolnt- 
wirship with the Redeemer Himself, 
yvhose work will be the uplift of hu: 
janity from rin and death, and the 
‘entruction of the incorrigible. 

Few seem to realize that sacrific- 
ng Is a. privilege, We have seen 
hat the sacrifices possible to the 
yest of humanity would be unaccept- 
tble, because ail are ainners—to a 
tesser or a greater degree. Hence all 
yho desiro now to come unto the 
leavenly Father, by the narrow way 
if sacrifice, must first be justified 
brough the u.erlt of the great High 
*rlest of our profession. Now we 
iotice that some, whose sacrifices, 
resented by our great High Priest, 
vbich bave been accepted by God, 
‘ventually are rejected. 

Indeed, this class is described in 
the Bible as # great multitude, In 
comparison to the falthful and ac- 
ceptable sacrifices, who are styled 
the Little Flock. There ls a reason 
‘or the rejection Of such sacrifices; 
for there is pe nartiallty with God. 
Tho reason {s that only those wno 
have the spirit, the zeal; of the 
Master,*the F'sh Priest, are accept- 
lo to God.

This does not signify eternal tor- 
ment, or any other terrible future, 
for these brethren of {insufficient 
zeal, It docs mean, according to the 
Bible, a rejection from being mem- 
bera of the Bride class, The Lord 
even has a goodly portion for such, 
if they still love Him, still love the 
Truth, even though they be bounden 
by the fear of dying, und thus are 
held back from full presentation of 
their bodles dally as holy, living sac- 
tifices In the Maater’s service” 

Under different pictures the Lord 
shows us what will be the fate of 
those who have made the consecra- 
tion vow, who claim loy *ty'to Him, 
an2 who yet cling to the world and 
to Babylon, Instead of getting the 
crown of glory, these are represent- 
ed as getting a palm of victory. In- 
stead of belng counted worthy to 
escape certain troubles in the end of 
this Age, these will be obliged to 
pass through these troubles, and to 
suffer destruction of their fieab, 
which they falled to sacrifice.—Re- 
velatlon 7:14-17. 

Again, as the overcomers, the Lit- 
tle Flock, are symbolically styled the 
Bride, the Lamb's Wile, so those 
found worthy of membership in the 
Bride class will, through great tri- 
bulations, be made worthy to be 
bridesmalds, described as “virgins,” 
the Brides companions, who will fol- 
low her, (Psalm 45:14.)

St. Paul pictures these when de- 
scribing the en’ of this Gospel Age. 
He says that every man’a work shall 
be tried so as by fire; for the Day 
tbat cometh shall declare it. He 
that bulldeth with wood, hay and 
stubble shall have his work destroy- 
d, but he that bulldeth with the 
gold, silver und precious stones of 
the Divine promises will recelvo the 
freat reward. The Apostle proceeds 
fo say that neverthel-ss all who build 
upon the Rock, Christ Jeeus, shal 
not be confounded; that. although 
the fire of that Day (the Time of 
Trouble with which this Age will 
¢elose) will consume thelr unsatisfac- 
tory falth-structure of wood, hay 
and stubble, yet they themselves 
shall be saved so as by fire.—1 Cor- 
inthfans 3:11-15, 

In view of this Scripture we sec a 
force In the Apostle’s exhortation 
that the followers of Jesus gbould lay 
aside every ‘welght and every beset- 
ting sin, and run with patience the 
race set before them. We see that 
while the whole world Is to have a 
blessing from the Saylour by and by 
—a’ Restitution blessing—they can- 
not gel it yet. We see that only 
those who come to Jesus and accept 
the Divine arrangement of the nar- 
row way of the Gospel Age are be- 
gotten of the Holy Spirit. We see 
that even this {s not enough, but that 
“A Heavenly race demands our zeal, 
And an immortal crown,” 

We see that to be a Christian, of 
the frst class, means to be a most 
earnest and mo-t zealous saint, who, 
like the Apostle Faul, can say, I 
count that all things earthly are but 
loss that I might win Christ—a mem- 
bership in the Church, which fs the 
Body of Christ. Ah, something very 
Intense Indeed Is meant by & nomina- 
ton for the position which God gives 
to the faithful few! It means the 
openiog of a door of opportunity 
whereby these may, if they will, 
make their calling and their election 
aure to glory, honor and immortallty, 
the Divine nature.—2 Peter 1:4.

In Toronto Hospital.

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During Thanksgiving Row In Smith's

Hotel, the man lald a fivo-dollar biil 
on the counter and called for a drink. 
After he had recelved the drink and 
his change, he declared that there 
were two bills stuck together, and 
wanted more change. He was refused 
and commenced to show fight, upon 
which, Consworth, who has been a 
perter In the hotel for fourteen years, 
attempted to eject him. Drawing the 
razor from his pocket, the negro 
slashed Consworth across tho neck, 
Inflicting a deep wound which mlss- 
ed the jugular vein by one inch. 

At the door his progress was ob- 
structed by Willlam Mackay, who at- 
tempted to hold him for the police, 
but once more the razor fell and 
Mackay stumbled forward with 2 
gash fn his neck.

Circus Animals Created Panic In 
Streets of Leipsic. 

LEIPSIC, Germany, Oct. 21.—Five 
lions belonging to an American cir- 
cus obtained thelr freedom in the 
streets of Lglpsic Sunday night ow- 
ing to a collision. between a sirect 
car and their cars while it was on 
the way to the railroad station, after 
a performance.

The Supply of Cedar Ie Becoming 
Exhausted © 


The average iife of untreated ties 
as reported by the steam roads Is at 
follows: Cedar, 9 years; tamarack, § 
years; hemlock, 7 years; Douglas fir 
7 years; jack pine, 6 years; spruce. 
6 years. As statistics bear evidence 
cedar is the species principally used 
because of its durability, but the 
supply of cedar Is rapidly becoming 
exhausted. Unless preservative treat 
ment of ties Is introduced, the short 
ltved species will have to be used un 
treated, which, on account of tht 
necessary frequent renewal, will in 
crease the cost of mileage mainten 
ance. If treated tiles were used, whict 
would cost 30 cents extra per tla: for 
creosoting and equipping with tle 
plates, the Inferior speciés, which arr 
very. plentiful and cheap in Canada 
could be used with economy. “Witt 
such a treatment, these woods woul 
last at least fifteen years, and if pro 
tected from wear would probably Igst 
much longer, and’ would affect a very 
considerable saving. R 


USES FOR MILKWEED 


Sclence, with practical optimlam 
tries to find “good in everything,” an¢ 
now points out that we are wasting 
opportunities by not notiliding our ne 
glected wealth in milkweed. The best 
fibres of the plant, well known to thr 
birds as nest-weaving materials an¢ 
to Indians’ as thread, may readily be 
separated, however, and when bleache¢ 
yield a white, silky, textile materia! 
much like flax and even stronger. The 
woody material of which-four-fifths o: 
the plant consists has excellen' 
qualities for paper-making, If treata¢ 
With a soda solution under pressure 
From the seeds may be obtained 2 
large percentage of a drying oll, whil 
the long silky down of the seeds 11 
known to be useful as an upholstering 
material, It would seem as though I! 
would be well worth while to raisc 
the milkweed as a crop, since it car 
be grown on land otherwise of Utele 
value. 


A, Valuable Pearl 

The most valuable pearl ever found 
on the American continent was dia 
covered by Dr. Jesse Carr, on the 
banks of the Fox River. It weighed 
sixty-two grains and was a perfect 
specimen. The finder named it “Queen 
of America” and presented {ft to his 
wife. On his first opportunity he 
took it to Chicago to bave {t appralsed. 
and was astonished when he was told 
that it was worth over $10,000. 

In "Doing. Up” Frult 

It is well to look at all canned fruit 
a week or so after it fs put away 
By that time alr bubblea will have 
arisen if they are to appear. When 
these are evident, cook the fruit again. 

In making marmalades or preserving 
It is we)! to put the fruit and sugar 
Into the kettle in alternate layers. 
The frult, of course, fo put fn first. 
Stir occasionally to prevent the mix. 
ture catching. 

It is always a good plan to rinse 
the preserving kettle with cold water. 
The moisture on the bottom-and side 
{s a factor in preventing the fruit 
burning. 

In making jelly let the frult julce 
drip through the jelly bag. When n0 
more drips easily, the remainder of 
the frult may be squeezed, but*keep 
this liquid separate. Use it in making 
marmalade or a second-grade jelly. It 
will taste as well’ Dut will not de so 
clear as the drip jelly.

ORDER 





Some Useful Hints That’ Will Help 
the Ladies to Preserve Their 
Gloyss,_ 


Gloves are things at ich are used 
constantly, and, therefore, should be 
well taken@are of. 

First and uppermost, remember 
that good gloves are chenper in the 
end. Never buy cheap ones, 

Good gloves will clean over and 
over again; they won't split, and in 
their last days they will still look 
well. Don't buy too small gloves. 
Quite apart from the usual split, a 
hand which is palpably bursting 
from its glove is most inelegant. The 
pressure of the y¢ins, too, brings two 
other evils—face pimples and a per- 
manently enlarged hand, 

Trim and file the nails regularly,

The beaver ts the the ‘amartest of all 
wild animals. He has a mental pro- 
cess which corresponds to the reason- 
ing power in map. Also he is a genu- 
ine historical celebrity. No other 

j animal has cut such a figure in the 





development of the North Americar; 


continent> 
- Before the white man came beavers 
were distributed over North America 
perhaps more widely than any other 


animal, The beaver population was 
probably densest to the south-west of 
Hudson Bay and about the head- 
Waters of the Missouri and Columbia 
Rivers. Along the thousands of smal- 
ler streams throughout North America 
theré was colony after colony, dam 
after dam, in close ‘succession, some- 
times as many as 300 beaver ponds 
to the mile. 

The beaver, population at the’ be- 
ginning of the seventeenth century 
must have been upward of 100,000,000, 
distributed over an ‘area of approx! 
j mately 6,000,000 square miles. 

The majority of dams are made ef 
slender green poles, which are placed 
lengthwise with the flow for the bot- 
tom,-and set braced with the end up- 
‘@iream a foot or so‘bigher than the 
downstream end. With these ‘there 
are oocusionalily used small'limby 
trees, The large end of tho'tree Is 
pliced upstream and the -emall Bushy 
end downstream.
